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It  is  not  always  easy  to  under¬ 
stand  the  concepts  that  Professor 
Abraham  Joshua  Heschel  wrote 
of  or  spoke  about.  Decades  ago, 
at  the  Seminary’s  annual  winter  fund¬ 
raiser  in  Palm  Beach,  he  confounded 
his  listeners  as  he  waxed  eloquent  about 
time  and  space.  Needless  to  say,  the 
audience’s  perplexity  was  reflected  in 
their  less-than-enthusiastic  response  to 
the  appeal  for  financial  support  for  the 
Seminary.  That’s  when  Leonard  Ratner, 
a  member  of  my  former  congregation, 
rose  and  made  his  own  appeal,  “Ladies 
and  Gentlemen:  I  believe  that  what  the 
Professor  is  trying  to  say  is:  in  time,  the 
Seminary  will  need  more  space.” 

Heschel  often  requires  a  guide  or  an 
interpreter.  His  prose  is  compact,  and 
beautiful — much  of  it  reads  like  poetry, 
but  it  is  so  dense  with  meaning  and 
complexity,  that  sometimes  I  can  only 
read  two  or  three  pages  at  a  time. 

But  there  are  passages  from  Heschel 
that  are  eminently  readable,  and  we  are 
blessed  that  he  crafted  a  moving,  evoca¬ 
tive  “essay”  on  the  Synagogue’s  role  in 
our  lives.  It  serves  as  a  fitting  conclusion 
to  our  year  of  Prayer  and  Practice: 

“What  does  a  person  expect  to  attain 
when  entering  a  synagogue?  In  the 


pursuit  of  learning  one  goes  to  a  library; 
for  aesthetic  enrichment  one  goes  to 
the  art  museum;  for  pure  music  to  the 
concert  hall.  What  then  is  the  purpose 
of  going  to  the  synagogue?  Many  are 
the  facilities  which  help  us  to  acquire

the  important  worldly  virtues,  skills  and 
techniques.  But  where  should  one  learn 
about  the  insights  of  the  spirit?  Many 
are  the  opportunities  for  public  speech; 
where  are  the  occasions  for  inner  si¬ 
lence?  It  is  easy  to  find  people  who  will 
teach  us  how  to  be  eloquent;  but  who 
will  teach  us  how  to  be  still?  It  is  surely 


important  to  develop  a  sense  of  humor; 
but  is  it  not  also  important  to  have  a 
sense  of  reverence?  Where  should  one 
learn  the  eternal  wisdom  of  compassion? 
The  fear  of  being  cruel?  The  danger 
of  being  callous?  Where  should  one 
learn  that  the  greatest  truth  is  found  in 
contrition? 

“We  are  constantly  in  need  of  self¬ 
purification.  We  are  in  need  of  expe¬ 
riencing  moments  in  which  the  spiri¬ 
tual  is  as  relevant  and  as  concrete,  for 
example,  as  the  aesthetic.  Everyone  has 
a  sense  for  beauty;  everyone  is  capable 
of  distinguishing  between  the  beautiful 
and  the  ugly.  But  we  must  also  learn 
to  be  sensitive  to  the  spirit.  It  is  in  the 
synagogue  that  we  must  try  to  acquire 
such  inwardness,  such  sensitivity. 

“To  attain  a  degree  of  spiritual 
security,  one  cannot  rely  upon  one’s 
own  resources.  One  needs  an  atmo¬ 
sphere  where  the  concern  for  the  spirit 
is  shared  by  a  community.  We  are  in 
need  of  students  and  scholars,  masters 
and  specialists.  But  we  also  need  the 
company  of  witnesses,  of  human  be¬ 
ings  who  are  engaged  in  worship,  who 
for  a  moment  sense  the  truth  that  life 
is  meaningless  without  attachment  to 
God. 

“I  grew  up  in  a  home  of  worship 
where  the  spiritual  was  real.  There  was 
no  elegance,  but  there  was  contrition; 
there  was  no  great  wealth,  but  there  was 
great  longing.  It  was  a  place  where  see¬ 
ing  a  Jew,  I  sensed  Judaism.  Something 
happened  to  the  people  there  when  they 
entered  the  house  of  worship.  To  this 
day,  every  time  I  go  to  a  synagogue  my 
hope  is  to  experience  a  taste  of  such  an 
atmosphere.” 
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congregants  will  take  a  different  Jew¬ 
ish  Journey  and  critical  to  all  that  has 
been  planned  is  an  understanding  of 
this.  Multiple  ways  of  entry  have  been 
created  to  provide  access  to  what  all  of 
us  contemplate — what  is  the  Jew  of  the 
21st  Century?  I  thank  our  clergy,  Paul 
Corwin  and  Sarah  Gribetz  for  the  end¬ 
less  creative  ways  they  have  given  us  to 
examine  this  question. 


December  ends  our  year 
of  Prayer  and  Practice. 

It  has  been  a  thought¬ 
ful  year  exploring  and 
understanding  what  resonates  for  us  as 
Jews  today.  There  have  been  classes,  a 
walk  together  in  Central  Park,  Gallery 
shows,  and  over  the  last  few  months  we 
have  examined  the  place  of  Shabbat  in 
our  lives.  This  exploration  will  culmi¬ 
nate  on  December  8th  and  December 
9th  with  a  special  Shabbat.  Friday  night 
will  be  the  “Night  of  Shabbat  Dinners” 
when  every  congregant  who  chooses 
to  do  so  will  be  invited  to  a  fellow 
congregant’s  home  for  Shabbat  Dinner. 
There  will  be  special  Shabbat  morning 
services,  then  Havdalab  followed  by  our 
beloved  annual  Musicale.  It  will  be  a 
most  wonderful  way  to  end  this  year  as 
not  only  will  we  celebrate  Shabbat  in  a 
meaningful  way,  but  we  will  celebrate  it 
as  a  community.  As  I  write  this  article 
at  the  end  of  October,  30  families  have 
already  signed  up  to  host  other  families. 
Our  clergy  will  travel  from  house  to 
house  to  greet  our  congregants  and  I 
am  hoping  this  will  end  up  being  one 
of  the  most  memorable  nights  in  our 
Synagogue’s  history. 

For  three  years  our  programming  has 
been  theme-based.  In  2004  we  exam¬ 
ined  our  relationship  with  Israel  and  in 
December  of  that  year  we  traveled  to 
Israel.  In  2005,  we  examined  the  spark 
within  us  to  help  each  of  us  better  un¬ 
derstand  what  motivates  us  as  Jews  and 
the  year  culminated  with  Judea  Pearl 
speaking  about  what  it  means  to  be  a 
Jew. 

It  has  been  a  wonderful  three  years. 

It  has  been  so  exciting  to  see  our  ac¬ 
tive  community  grow.  Each  of  our

January  launches  an  18-month 
celebration  of  our  125  th  Anniversary.  I 
feel  honored  and  privileged  to  be  your 
Chairman  during  this  important  time. 
You  will  soon  see  that  the  plans  for  this 
celebration  reflect  the  issues  we  have 
examined  for  the  last  three  years  as  they 
define  the  essence  of  our  Congregation 
and  its  values.  Central  to  the  year’s  cele¬ 
bration  is  our  Torah  Project  and  a  125th 
Anniversary  trip  to  Israel  in  December 
of  2007.  Through  our  Torah  Project, 


we  are  creating  a  special  125th  Anniver¬ 
sary  Torah  that  will  commemorate  this 
time  in  our  Synagogue’s  history.  It  will 
outlive  us  all  and  be  the  Torah  that  our 
children  and  our  children’s  children  use 
on  the  special  occasions  of  their  lives. 
There  are  1000  letters  available  for  us  to 
complete.  It  is  a  rare,  once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity  to  write  a  Torah.  I  hope 
that  all  of  you  will  choose  to  be  a  part 
of  the  creation  of  this  Torah.  Through 
this  project  we  not  only  hope  to  give 
a  gift  to  future  generations  by  creating 
this  Torah,  we  hope  to  give  a  gift  to 
future  generations  by  increasing  the  size 
of  our  endowment  and  further  secur¬ 
ing  our  Synagogue’s  future.  This  is  our 
responsibility  as  the  members  of  the 
Synagogue  today. 

I  also  encourage  all  of  you  to  mark 
your  calendars  and  set  aside  December 
of  2007  to  travel  to  Israel  with  your 
community.  The  trip  is  already  being 
planned  and  will  be  nine  days  that  you 
will  remember  forever. 

I  could  not  be  more  excited  for  the 
months  that  he  ahead.  I  encourage  each 
of  you  to  find  your  way  to  be  part  of 
this  very,  very,  special  125th  Anniversary 
Celebration.  It  is  great  to  be  a  member 
of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.

As  part  of  my  training  at 

the  Leadership  Institute,  I 
needed  to  create  an  “action 
research  project.”  I  am 
excited  to  inform  you  that  this  year  we 
will  be  using  our  action  research  project 
grant  to  help  fund  a  brand  new  Bar/Bat 
Mitzvah  Education  Program. 

The  goal  of  this  program  is  to 
increase  the  involvement  of  both  parents 
and  students  in  the  B’nai  Mitzvah 
process.  How  will  we  do  this?  We  will 
be  offering  a  program  that  consists  of 
five  classes  to  be  scheduled  throughout 
the  school  year.  The  classes  will  occur 
every  six  weeks  and  attendance  by  both 
Vav  students  and  their  parents  will  be 
mandatory.  Involving  the  entire  family 
in  the  process  creates  a  deeper  bond 
between  parent  and  child,  and  between 
family  and  Synagogue. 

In  these  classes,  students  and 
parents  will  delve  into  the  Bar/Bat 
Mitzvah  process  and  have  a  chance  to 
ask  questions.  We  will  talk  about  how 
becoming  a  bar/bat  mitzvah  should 
actually  be  seen  as  the  beginning,  not 
the  end,  of  a  young  person’s  Jewish 
education.  Through  discussion  and 
study,  we  hope  to  help  each  student 
deepen  his/her  sense  of  commitment 
and  responsibility  as  an  adult  in  the 
Jewish  community,  resulting  in  a  more 
meaningful  understanding  of  Bar/Bat 
Mitzvah.  It  is  our  hope  that  this  new 
program  will  encourage  our  students 


to  continue  into  the  Synagogue’s  High 
School. 

What  will  these  classes  be  like? 

We  expect  about  90  people  to  attend 
each  session.  Three  of  the  sessions 
will  be  taught  by  Rabbi  Stern,  Cantor 
Abramson,  and  I.  We  will  break  up 
into  three  groups  to  allow  for  a  more 
intimate  experience.  One  session 
will  have  students  and  their  parents 
discussing  the  parashat  for  their  Bar/Bat 
Mitzvah.  In  the  second  session  parents 
and  students  will  take  part  in  the 
‘build-a-pair’  tefillin  program  and  have 
a  chance  to  discuss  and  discover  what 
Judaism  means  on  a  personal  basis. 

The  third  class  will  center  on  how 
families  can  enhance  mitzvot.  Each 
family  will  be  asked  to  choose  a  mitzvah 
to  focus  on. 

Two  very  special  guest  speakers 
will  be  invited  to  lead  two  additional 
sessions.  Suzie  Lax  will  speak  with  us 
about  God,  and  how  to  use  different 
Jewish  “tools”  to  become  an  educated 
Jew  who  feels  close  to  God.  She 
centers  her  learning  process  around 
Jewish  meditation.  The  second  speaker 
will  be  Dafna  Soltes  Stein.  She  uses 
the  art  of  storytelling  to  impart  her 
message.  Her  class  will  be  interactive, 
with  students  and  parents  using  drama 
and  movement  in  order  to  get  closer 
to  an  understanding  of  God  and  their 
spirituality. 

The  program  promises  to  be  an 
exciting  and  fulfilling  one.  We  are  all 
looking  forward  to  this  new  venture.
